Dear Whitey, 

It has been a little over a year 
since my urgent phone call to 
you. Remember how upset I 
was? I asked you if you had 
time to break away for a few 
minutes from your busy Tues- 
day afternoon schedule. We met 
and left, not saying a word, but 
you knew by my actions and’ had 
worked with me on a few pro- 
jects that my mind was work- 
ing towards a goal. Until that 
day my heart, mind and soul 
was given to our community; te 
better our town and its greater 
Crawford County that engulfs us 
all. What we saw was a blow to 
16,000 fishermen, the City of 
Grayling, its residents, and 15 
fine men that helped put up the 
12 x 40° Trout Unlimited sign. 
This sign had a 9’ x 16’ AuSable 
Square Tailed Trout painted on 
it that was destroyed by a hand- 
ful of young men. 

The Crawford County Ava- 
lanche took a picture and print- 
ed it along with an article stat- 
ing that a group of interested 
men were giving a $100 award 
leading to the arrest of persons 
who degraded “‘our” sign. A tel- 
ephone number was given to call 
if' there were any witnesses to 
the destruction. 

About a week later, 
ed a cali from a lady who said 
she knew who destroyed the 
sign. Our conversation only last- 
ed a few seconds, but during 
that time. she named three men 
from Grayling who disfigured 
the Trout Unlimited sign. At this 
time she did not divulge her 
name nor the individual's name 
who saw the damage being done. 

On a Sunday morning, about 
two weeks later, I passed the 
sign that signified the birthplace 
of “Trout Unlimited.” Whitey, 
you kuuw and aii your readers 
know what happened. Someone 
had poured bright red paint 
from one end of the sign to the 
other. 

The actual cost of the sign 


was $1440.00 for materials and 


labor of Ken’s Signs. Taking it 
down and repainting the sign 
would have cost another $1200.00. 
Actually, a $2440.00 sign was de- 
stroyed, 

On this same Sunday, I re- 
Ceived a second phone call from 
the same woman who called the 
first time. I was told that young 
men who destroyed the sign had 
red paint on their hands, car, 
and on their shoes. My goal was 
in sight. There was a witness 
who would go to the Prosecuting 
Attorney’s office and make a 
statement to the facts. He did 
this in my presence. The men 
were found and questioned by 
the Crawford County Sheriff's 
Department. 
noticed paint on their hands, 
shoes and on the car. The report 
was filed, but the signed war- 
rants were never issued. Why? 
I heard that the witness was not 
telling the truth, Telling an indi- 
vidual that he is lying is rather 
serious. This gentleman agreed 
to take a lie-detector test at the 
Traverse City State Police Post.

It’s been almost a year now since I took the veil, 
as a columnist, to forego Spiro T. Agnew. 


Since I offered that promise to stay away from 
Spiro, { have steadfastly complied with my own 
directive. Regular readers of this column--who 
include in their number, my mother-in-iaw, an 
ambitious copy boy, and ‘wo members of the 
John Birch Society, who read my offerings for 
disparate reasons—wiil attest that since I took the 
voluntary pledge, the name of Spiro T. Agnew has 
not appeared in this space. 


I might say that the Vice President has suffered 
ho apparent loss of influence because of this lack 
of exposure; nor have I been deluged by a single 
card or letter urging the ban on Agnew he lifted. 


Nevertheless, the time has come to speak out 
once more. This time, I rise to verbally smite a 
nationally syndicated columnist who has taker our 
Vice President to task. 


In a recent column, a couple of gentlemen 
named Roscoe and Geoffrey Drummond have 
accused Mr. Agnew of overstepping his bounds. 


The Drummonds write that Mr. Agnew ‘has 
exceeded his mandate as vice president and has 
rendered a serious disservice to his President and 
ts his country” by what they call “inaccurate and 
extravagant criticism of the report of the 


Fresideni’s Cummiission oi: Campus Unrest, headed 
by former Gov. William Scranton.” 


The Drummond thesis is that Mr. Nixon was ozt 
of the country and did not have a chance to 
establish his formal position on the Scranton 
report. before Mr. Agnew jumped the gun and 
started spouting the Agnew line, which in the 
absence of a Nixon line, thus becamé the forma! 
Administration line. And unjustly and unfairly, we 
are led to believe. 


“For a Vice President to underperform is 
understandable,” write the Druramonds. ‘“‘For a 
Vice President to overperform by acting to make 
his voice the voice of the President before the 
President has spoken is improper, imprudent and 
dangerous.”
